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THE  FAMILY 


The  family  is  the  unit  of  society.  It  has  been  so  from  the 
first.  The  Great  Father  of  us  all  consummated  the  first  mar¬ 
riage  between  our  first  parents,  Adam  and  Eve,  and  sanctified 
the  marriage  relation  by  giving  them  a  family.

CHAPTER  ONE 


THE  ARTHUR  FAMILY 
In  Europe 


Since  the  stirring  days  of  King  Arthur  and  his  Knights 
Errant  in  England  early  in  the  sixth  century,  the  Arthur 
name  has  never  ceased  to  bear  distinction. 

Called  to  his  kingly  office  at  the  age  of  fifteen  years,  he 
led  the  heroic  Britons  from  victory  unto  victory  against  the 
Pagans,  and  the  Saxons  of  Kent,  and  other  enemies.  We  read 
that  in  twelve  successive  battles  he  was  victorious,  and  that 
in  a  single  day  960  fell  by  his  hand  alone,  under  the  fury  of 
his  famous  sword  Escalibar. 

His  grand-sire,  Ambrosius,  begat  the  illustrious  father 
Uther  Pendragon,  while  his  own  son  was  Smervic  Mor.  This  is 
as  far  as  we  can  trace  family  connections,  but  the  annals  of 
history  throughout  the  Isles  of  Britain  provide  ample  proof 
of  a  succession  that  cannot  be  traced  geneologically. 

In  England,  and  Scotland,  and  Ireland,  as  well  as  in  Wales, 
and  even  in  continental  Europe,  the  pages  of  history  are  dotted 
with  references  to  this  name  in  its  various  forms.  Especially 
is  this  true  in  the  teen  centuries  in  England. 

It  was  John  MacArthur  who  embraced  the  cause  of  Robert 
the  Bruce,  and  fought  for  him  at  Bannockburn,  for  which  he 
received  large  gratuities  of  land.  It  was,  however,  another 
John  MacArthur  who  later  fell  under  the  wrath  of  James  I, 
when  he  acceded  to  the  throne,  and  lost  his  vast  estates  by 
confiscation. 

Under  the  rule  of  the  arch-tyrant,  King  George  III,  the 
Highlanders  suffered  persecution,  and  banishment,  and  from 
1763  to  1775,  twenty  thousand  were  proscribed,  going  for  the 
most  part  to  America.  With  them  went  out  most  of  the  Ar¬ 
thurs  as  out  of  favor  with  the  king,  which  assured  them  of 
becoming  loyal  Americans.  Such  they  proved  to  be,  and  remain 
such  to  this  day. 

So  persistent,  though,  was  the  Arthur  name  throughout 
the  Isles,  that  it  was  a  saying  current  in  Argyllshire,  “There  is 
nothing  older  unless  the  hills,  MacArthur,  and  the  devil.’’ 


In  America 
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In  the  broad  ranges  of  America,  too,  the  name  Arthur  has 
found  a  place  of  honor.  The  outcasts  of  King  George  have 
proven  their  worth  in  the  New  World,  in  its  making.  All  the 
way  up  and  down  the  Eastern  Sea-Board  from  New  England 
to  Carolina  and  Georgia,  and  the  deep  South  Land,  they  have 
bared  their  breasts  in  battle,  in  the  great  Revolution;  they 
have  tilled  the  soil ;  they  have  taken  their  place  in  the  devel¬ 
opment  of  the  country — even  in  the  Winning  of  the  West,  and 
the  Farther  West. 

Among  the  names  to  boast,  we  may  mention  briefly  some 
of  these:  Chester  Alan  Arthur,  son  of  William,  grand-son  of 
Alan,  and  great-grandson  of  Gavin  Arthur,  the  latter  a  native 
of  Antrim,  Ireland.  As  21st  president  of  the  United  States 
Chester  A.  acquitted  himself  with  distinction. 

Timothy  Shay  Arthur  was  a  writer  and  a  scholar  of  note, 
and  author  of  “Ten  Nights  in  a  Bar-Room”,  and  more  than  a 
hundred  other  works. 

Joseph  Charles  Arthur,  who  died  April  30,  1942,  after 
serving  on  the  staff  of  Purdue  University  for  28  years,  and 
whose  greatest  contribution  was  to  Agriculture  as  a  student 
of  plant  disease,  such  as  pear  blight,  potato  scab,  and  smut 
and  rust  on  wheat  and  oats. 

In  the  world  of  entertainment  we  have  Julia  Arthur  of 
Canada,  who  was  an  actress  with  the  stage  name,  Ida  Lewis. 
And  in  the  Movies  today,  there  are  few  equals  of  Jean  Arthur. 

We  should  not  fail  to  mention  the  Great  General,  Douglas 
MacArthur  of  world  fame  today,  and  his  illustrious  father  the 
late  Gen.  Arthur  MacArthur.  And  Gen.  Duncan  MacArthur, 
soldier,  Indian  fighter,  and  once  Governor  of  Ohio. 


In  Indiana 

James  Arthur,  or  MacArthur,  native  of  Ireland,  born 
about  1776,  married  a  Welsh  lady,  name  and  history  unknown 
previous  to  their  marriage.  It  is  supposed  that  he  came  to 
America  with  his  father’s  family,  and  married  here,  probably 
in  Virginia. 

They  came  via  Kentucky  and  lived  for  a  time,  supposely 
in  Mason  County.  They  then  joined  the  stream  of  immigration 
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to  Indiana,  first  to  Vincennes  and  then  to  the  section  now 
known  as  Daviess  County.  The  family  home  was  at  Chelsea, 
a  tract  now  occupied  by  the  Whetsell  orchards,  where  James 
Arthur  sleeps  in  an  unmarked,  unknown  grave. 

Records  of  that  early  family  are  meager.  From  these  we 
learn  there  were  six  children,  three  boys,  and  three  girls  fol¬ 
lowing  in  order. 

1.  James,  born  probably  around  1798,  the  oldest  of 
the  family,  did  not  remain  in  Indiana,  but  returned  to  Ken¬ 
tucky,  and  reared  a  family  -there,  it  is  believed  in  Mason  Coun¬ 
ty.  An  effort  to  trace  the  family  there  however  did  not  produce 
results  after  a  century  or  more  had  elapsed. 

2.  Matthew  Arthur  (3,22,1800-3,27,1852)  was  married 
to  a  neighbor  girl,  Margaret  Hopkins,  a  sister  to  Samuel  Hop¬ 
kins,  who  bore  him  three  children: 

a.  Clarissa  Arthur  (4,3,1823-2,13,1863)  who  was 
married  Sept.  18,  1843  to  Alfred  Miller.  And  to  them  two 
children  were  bom — Andrew,  who  was  married  in  due  time, 
but  died  without  issue;  and  Alice  Miller  who  never  married. 

b.  Milton  Arthur  died  at  the  age  of  sixteen  years. 
Probably  born  1825. 

c.  Mary  Ann  Arthur  (11,5,1827-11,12,1900)  was 
married  Feb.  8,  1854  to  Andrew  Jackson  Hart  (11,15,1831) 
son  of  James  and  Sarah  King  Hart,  and  was  one  of  eleven 
children.  James  Hart  was  born  at  sea  1793.  Andrew  Jackson 
Hart  was  a  very  successful  business  man  in  Daviess  County 
through  many  years  and  died  at  a  ripe  old  age. 

When  Matthew  Arthur  was  last  seen  alive,  he  was  standing 
in  the  door  of  his  home  pulling  out  his  hair,  as  one  demented. 
Later,  he  was  found  hanging  to  a  rafter  in  the  attic.  At  his 
request,  previously  made,  he  was  buried  by  a  certain  hickory 
tree  on  the  farm.  This  tree  was  on  the  portion  of  the  estate 
lying  north  of  the  old  O.  &  M.  Railroad,  now  owned  by  James 
M.  Meads.  But  there  remains  no  such  tree  now  to  mark  the 
spot. 

Concerning  his  wife  Margaret,  who  was  long  known 
in  the  family  as  “Aunt  Peggy”  Arthur,  it  is  said  she  was 
thrice  buried.  First,  at  Bethany  Church  on  a  Saturday  after¬ 
noon,  and  while  the  body  was  being  lowered  in  the  grave, 
there  was  an  outcry  from  a  woman  nearby,  screaming,  “You 
are  burying  this  woman  in  my  mother’s  grave.” 
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A  daughter,  Mary  Ann  Hart,  begged  for  silence  and 
stated  gravely,  “If  you  will  let  this  burial  proceed,  I  promise 
you  this  body  will  be  removed  on  Monday.”  Accordingly,  on 
Monday,  Undertakers,  Bonham  and  Gill  disinterred  the  body 
and  reburied  it  on  a  lot  in  the  Oak  Grove  cemetery  at  Wash¬ 
ington. 


Later,  the  family  on  their  own  volition  took  up  the 
body  again,  and  moved  it  to  a  more  desirable  spot  in  the  same 
cemetery. 

3.  JOHN  C.  ARTHUR  married  Nancy  Ellen  Robinson, 
who  came  to  Indiana  with  one  of  the  many  caravans  by  the 
covered  wagon  route.  Her  former  home  was  Mayslick,  Mason 
County,  Ky.  Her  father  was  Elijah  Robinson,  a  native  Virgin¬ 
ian  who  migrated  to  Kentucky  in  early  life,  thence  on  later 
to  Indiana  where  he  continued  to  live,  and  died  in  1845.  She 
was  born  Nov.  19,  1807,  and  died  in  the  old  home  four  miles 
south  of  Washington,  Indiana,  July  23,  1893,  at  the  age  of 
86  years,  having  survived  John  C.  Arthur  by  fifty-one  years. 

The  history  of  this  family  will  follow  the  next  three  names.

4.  Margaret  Arthur,  fourth  child  and  eldest  daughter, 
whose  date  of  birth  or  death  is  not  known,  was  married  to  a 
man  named  Robbin  Burris.  But  nothing  is  known  of  their  sub¬ 
sequent  history. 

5.  Mary  Arthur,  whose  history  likewise  is  not  known, 
was  married  to  a  man  named  John  Hardick. 

6.  Melvina  Arthur,  also  dates  and  history  unknown, 
married  first  a  Mr.  Black  and  later  a  Mr.  Burris,  no  issue  in 
either  marriage. 

JOHN  C.  ARTHUR  (1,26,1801-7,5,1842)  was  married  Jan. 
10,  1826  to  Nancy  Ellen  Robinson  (11,19,1807-7,23,1893), 
daughter  of  Elijah  Robinson. 

I.  Elizabeth  Arthur  (10,18,1826-2,23,1896)  was  mar¬ 
ried  Dec.  27,  1846  to  Alfred  Bassett,  an  affable  gentleman, 
who  lived  an  easy  life  and  enjoyed  his  many  friends.  He  had  a 
small  farm,  a  good  home,  and  a  fine  family.  They  lived  a  mile 
south  of  Washington,  and  a  half-mile  west  of  the  old  Fair- 
Ground  gate,  a  famous  land-mark  in  Daviess  County,  in  the 
Seventies. 


1.  John  Bassett  (9,14,1847-12,18,1926)  married 
Elizabeth  Sickeinus  and  lived  long  years  deep  in  the  Sunny 
South.  He  died  and  was  buried  at  Center  Point,  Kerr  County, 
Texas.  He  had  no  family. 

2.  Milton  Bassett  (12,1,1850-11,21,1923)  was  mar¬ 
ried  Dec.  23,  1880  to  Mary  Addie  Hight  (3,24,1855-7,22,1922). 
She  was  the  daughter  of  Wallace  H.  (d.  7,5,1899)  and  Emily 
Hook  Hight  (9,22,1832-8,15,1924)  who  in  turn  was  the  daught¬ 
er  of  Thomas  and  Jane  Dye  Hook,  residence  two  miles  south 
of  Washington  at  the  time  of  her  birth. 

a.  Harry  H.  Bassett  (4,9,1881-8,12,1902). 

b.  Franklin  Leroy  Bassett  (7,10,1883)  was  mar¬ 
ried  Dec.  24,  1919  to  Eunice  Seigner  (12,8,1893)  daughter  of 
Charles  and  Priscilla  Seigner,  Ontario,  Canada. 

1.  Charles  Franklin  Bassett  (9,25,1920)  married 
July  19,  1940  to  Kathryn  Hodgins  (4,24,1921),  Franklin,  N.  C. 
He  was  born  in  Katchikan,  Alaska,  a)  Charles  Lynn  Bassett 
was  born  to  this  union  Jan.  4,  1942. 

2.  Robert  Loring  Bassett  (2,26,1922)  was  born 
in  Katchikan,  Alaska.  Now  in  the  U.  S.  Army. 

c.  Lena  E.  Bassett  (12,17,1885)  was  married  Aug.

After  a  few  years  of  married  life,  Lee  and 
Helen  removed  to  the  old  Sam  Barber  place,  on  the  edge  of 
White  River  Bottoms  south  of  Cumback  in  Veale  Township.

married  Sept.  23,  1896  to  Thomas  J.  Canolty,  son  of  Richard 
H.  (10,19,1839-10,17,1913)  and  Rachel  Carnahan  Canolty

at  Alfordsville,  where  Thomas  Canolty  served  as  postmaster, 
and  was  in  business.

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CHAPTER  TWO 
THE  STEEN  FAMILY 

Rev.  Moses  D.  A.  Steen,  D.  D.,  in  his  R 
of  “The  Steen  Family”,  published  1917,  traces  the  Steen 
Family  in  America  to  a  tract  called  the  Vow,  County  Antrim, 
Province  of  Ulster  in  the  North  of  Ireland. 

He  believes  the  family  of  Richard  Steen  came  to  America 
in  the  great  stream  of  emigration  and  settled  in  Pennsylvania 
near  the  middle  of  the  eighteenth  century  about  1755.  Of 
the  four  sons,  Robert  and  Matthew  remained  in  Pennsylvania, 

while  James  and  William  later  removed  to  South  Carolina.

We  trace  our  lineage  through  Lieutenant  Colonel  James 
Steen  who  was  killed  at  the  Battle  of  Kings  Mountain,  Oct. 

7,  1780.  He  married  some  time  previous  in  1767  to  a  Miss 
Bogard,  and  reared  a  family  of  three  sons:  James,  who  re¬ 
mained  in  South  Carolina,  in  Chesterfield  District;  Richard, 
who  migrated  to  Knox  County,  Indiana,  and  became  the  pro¬ 
genitor  of  the  Steen  Family  and  myriad  decendants  who  live 
there  to  this  day;  and  William,  (1767-1820)  who  married 
Sarah  Vance  (1773-12,23,1850)  who  bore  him  six  children — 
Gideon,  Nirah,  Jane,  John  Campbell,  Thomas  Jefferson,  and 
James  William  Steen. 

JOHN  CAMPBELL  STEEN  (4,15,1805-12,5,1878)  was 
married  March  28,  1828  to  Phebe  Gregory  (4,1808-10,3,1850). 
They  came  to  Indiana  with  a  caravan  consisting  of  the  mar¬ 
ried  children  of  Col.  Isaac  Gregory,  and  settled  in  southern 
Daviess  County,  where  the  old  home  still  stands.

A  Presbyterian  Minis¬ 
ter,  father  of  a  Presbyterian  Minister,  and  son  of  a  Presby¬ 
terian  Elder,  who  was  ordained  in  the  old  Cane  Creek  Church 
in  Union  District,  South  Carolina  more  than  a  hundred  years 
ago.  May  the  measure  of  his  years  be  lengthened,  and  his 
joys  be  multiplied.

CHAPTER  THREE 


THE  ARTHUR  STEEN  FAMILY 
The  Arthur  Homestead 

The  Arthur-Steen  family  was  formed  by  the  marital 
union  in  1857  of  James  Robinson  Arthur  and  Lettie  Ellen 
Steen.  Thus  were  brought  together  the  pioneer  families  of 
John  C.  Arthur  and  John  C.  Steen.  The  scene  was  Southern 
Daviess  County  in  the  State  of  Indiana. 

Their  first  permanent  home,  after  their  marriage,  was 
a  hut  in  the  woods  on  the  identical  spot  where  the  Arthur 
homestead  now  stands.  James  Arthur  sawed  the  timber  and 
built  this  one  room  house  with  his  own  hands,  on  a  tract  of 
land  he  had  secured  from  his  father’s  family. 

Later,  a  lean-to  kitchen  was  added,  and  through  the 
years  as  the  exigencies  of  the  times  grew,  the  proportions  of 
the  house  grew,  until  the  year  1885  when  the  family  residence, 
almost  in  its  present  form  with  thirteen  rooms,  was  con¬ 
structed  and  fully  occupied. 

For  the  first  several  years  the  main  activity  was  that 
of  clearing,  cultivating  and  improving  the  land.  In  time  the 
Arthur  home  became  the  community  center,  where  not  only 
neighbors  and  friends,  but  passers-by  came  and  enjoyed  the 
hospitality  that  was  always  found  there. 

The  stranger  and  the  sojourner  in  the  land,  traveling  the 
dusty  roads,  stopped  at  the  house  by  the  side  of  the  road, 
and  slaked  their  thirst  at  the  open  well,  with  its  curb,  wind¬ 
lass,  and  chain,  as  the  cool  and  sparkling  waters  came  up  in 
the  old  oaken  bucket  that  hung  in  the  well. 

The  well  is  there  to  this  day  and  the  passer-by  still  pauses, 
drinks,  and  enjoys  the  old-time  hospitality. 

Through  nearly  half  a  century  this  couple  lived  together 
here  to  welcome  multitudes  who  came  and  went  at  will,  some 
merely  as  passers-by  and  others  only  to  wait  for  a  while  till 
better  times  might  come.  And  some  as  work-men  and  women 
in  the  home  and  on  the  farm,  as  craftsmen,  and  as  artisians  in 
building  operations. 

The  watch-word  through  these  years,  if  one  had  been 
sought,  would  probably  have  been,  “Service”.  There  was  never 
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an  idle  day  in  the  Arthur  homestead.  “All  busy  and  always 
busy”  was  the  order  of  every  working-  day.  Every  child  in 
the  home  learned  some  useful  occupation. 

The  truism  that  “All  work  and  no  play  makes  Jack  a  dull 
boy”  was  not  allowed  to  operate  here.  This  homestead  was 
also  a  social  center  in  which  neighbors  and  friends  gathered 
in  parties,  bees,  apple  and  peach  “cuttings”,  picnics,  fairs, 
excursions,  and  the  like,  and  trips  to  places  of  interest  within 
reach  were  organized.  The  Church,  the  school,  the  normal, 
and  later  the  college  and  university  all  had  their  place. 

In  the  intervening  years,  fifteen  children  were  born  into 
this  family,  twelve  of  whom  passed  far  beyond  the  years  of 
middle-life.  Every  one  found  some  place  of  useful  service.  At 
this  writing,  1942,  three  of  this  twelve  have  passed  to  the 
Great  Beyond,  and  nine  remain  to  carry  on. 

James  and  Lettie  Arthur  sleep  side  by  side  in  the  country 
church-yard  at  Veals  Creek  Church  where  their  three  young 
children  and  many  relatives  lie  buried.  Many  of  the  older 
members  of  the  Arthur  family  are  buried  here. 

THE  ARTHUR  FAMILY 

James  Robinson  Arthur  (9,30,1834-3,15,1905)  was  bom 
on  a  farm  in  Daviess  County,  Indiana.  February  19,  1857, 
he  was  united  in  marriage  to  Lettie  Ellen  Steen  (8,14,1840- 
9,6,1915),  daughter  of  John  Campbell  Steen  (4,15,1805-12,5,
